THE TWO BY-LAWS. 


It may be interesting to the ratepayers to 
compare the paragraph which expresses the pur- | 
pose of the by-law to be voted upon on Wednes- 
day next with the like paragraph of the by-law 
of last October. The present by-law reads: 


| 


“Whereas it is expedient that there should | 
be raised by the Municipality of the Town of 
Edmonton the sum of $15,000 to enable the 
Municipality to erect a fire hall, to purchase | 
certain fireapparatus required for the use of | 
the Municipality and provide imeans for a suit- 
able sapply of water for purposes of tire-protec- 
tion. 

That of last October reads: 

“Whereas it is expedient that there should 
be rained by the municipality of the town of 
Edmonton the sum of £10,000, to enable the 
municipality to repay certain amounts 
temporarily borrowed for the pur- 
chase of certain lands and fire appar- 
atus required for the use of the municipality 
and for other like purposes of permanent bene- 


permanent benetit to the municipality.” 

It will be noticed that the by-law of last fall 
was for the purpose of first covering the in- 
debtedvess that had already been incurred on 
behalf of fire appliances and then using the 
resi lue to build a fire hall. The present by-law 
does not propose to pay off any liability already 
incurred. The whole of it is for future expend- 
iture. In this connection it may be well to 
notice that according to the recital of the form- 
er by-law the total outstanding indebtedness of 
the town when it was submitted was $18,000, 


and that by the recital of the | 
present one the total, outstanding | 


indebtedness is $20,263 or $2,263 | 
more. A very important increase in about six 
months, Whether this increase is chargeable | 
to special or to general improvements does 
not appear. In either case it pledges the credit 
of the town to the extent of its amount. When 
liabilities pile up at the rate of nearly $400 a 
month, it would scarcely be good policy to de- 
liberately incur very much greater new liabili- 
ties, before provision is made for the payment 
of those already incurred. From the terms of 
the present by-law it appears that after deduct- 
ing the amount of $11,770.60 recoverable by 
frontage tax, the town has still a public debt of 
$8,482.49 now drawing interest to be provided | 
for. Fifteen thousand dollars added would | 
make a net debt of $23,482.40 or a gross debt | 
of $35,263.

rot. D. MeKachren, chief quarantine in- 
spector for the Dominion, speaking of glanders 
» his last annual report says: ‘This disease 
exists in a limited extent in Toronto, Ontar 
\o, and in portions of the Northwest Territories, 
especially Northern Alberta, and to a limited 
extent in British Columbia.” There is no 
doubt that on the strength of the otticial posi- 
tion held by Prof. McEachren, most people 
unacquainted with the facts will accept his 
statement without question, and the idea will 
be established in many minds that this terrible 
and loathsome disease of horses is particularly 
prevalent in this section of the Territories. To 
say that this statement of the learned professor 
is an atrocious, as it isa malicious, lie, is to 
putthe caseas mildly as circumstances will | ; 
permit. Occupying the position he does Prof. 
McEachren knows that glanders is prevalent in 
certain districts of the Territories, and he also 
knows that Northern Alberta is not one of 
those districts. What deviltry could have 
possessed him to officially locate the disease 
here at the point furthest away from where it 
actually exists, it would be hard to determine. 
An enquiry from C. W. J. Haworth, local 
veterinary surgeon, brings out the fact that 
within the past two years only four cases of 
glanders have come to his knowledge, when

they where promptly dealt with. During the 
same time dozens, of horses have 
heen destroyed in other parts of the 


Territories as being affected by the disease. 
The pub'ic interest demands that if Dr. Mc- 
Keachren insists in Iving about this country or 
any partof ithe should cease to hold such a 
portion as would give the stamp of authority 


to his falsehoods

Some are beginning to 
think that the wheat area will be curtailed, 
and given more to oats and barley, in conse- 
quence of the late spring but this remains to be 
seen. 


Following is what the Manufacturers Record 
has to say of bonuses in the Southern States: 
The failure of many industrial enterprises in 
the south has been due chiefly to the methods 
pursued by promoters in securing the location 
of mauufacturing establishments. The greatest 
error in these methods is the granting of bon- 
uses in various forms as inducements to manu- 
facturers. No other practice has been so pro- 
ductive of legal complications, misrepresenta- 
tion aud dishonest dealings of various kinds. 
The whole matter can be Foiled down to this: 
An advantageous location needs no offer of 
bonus to attract manufacturers, and a concern 
that is reaily desirable will not ask for and will 
not be influenced by an offer of money, land or 
similar inducements. A bonus has no place in 
legitimate business dealings.
